Sir,  —  The  five  orders  of  the  School  Committee,  with  a  statement 
of  the1  facts  upon  which  each  of  the  orders  was  founded,  submitted  to 
me  by  you,  on  the  30th  ultimo,  for  my  opinion  of  the  legality  of 
them  respectively,  have  been  fully  considered,  and  my  opinion  is  that 
the  School  Committee  did  not  transcend  their  legal  powers  in  the 
adoption  of  either  of  them.  The  only  provision  of  law  with  which 
either  of  the  orders  could  be  supposed  to  be  in  conflict  is,  I  presume, 
the  statute  which  prohibits  during  any  school  year  an  increase  of  the 
salaries  of  teachers  fixed  at  the  beginning  of  that  school  year.  In 
determining  the  salaries  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  committee 
did  not  assign  to  each  teacher  by  name  a  salary,  but  the  teachers 
were  classified  according  to  the  duties  that  would  be  required  of  them 
and  the  qualifications  they  possessed,  and  each  teacher  was  assigned 
the  salary  provided  for  the  class  to  which  he  belonged.  The  salaries  so 
fixed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  were  not  afterwards  increased 
during  the  year.  The  orders  in  question  do  not  disturb  the  rates  of 
compensation  fixed  for  the  teachers  of  any  class,  but  do  determine  in 
what  class  the  teachers  named  in  each  order  shall  be  included ;  and 
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it  seems  to  me  that  the  facts  stated  justify  the  action  of  the  committee 
in  this  respect.

The  principal  objection  urged  against  the  section  under  con- 
sideration relates  to  the  provisions  of  the  fifth  article  thereof; 
wherein  the  rank  and  salary  of  certain  of  the  instructors  are 
made  to  depend  upon  the  average  whole  number  of  pupils 
attending  the  several  High  Schools  for  the  current  school  year. 

In  the  large  schools  for  boys  in  the  city  proper,  in  which  only 
male  instructors  are  employed,  and  in  which  the  conditions  are 
substantially  the  same,  the  committee  found  no  great  difficulty, 
aided  by  the  suggestions  of  a  considerable  number  of  the 
teachers  interested,  in  applying  a  remedy  for  what  they  could 
not  but  admit  was  a  positive  evil ;  and  the  Board  have  adopted 
the  amendment  proposed,  making  the  rank,  and  consequently 
the  salary,  of  the  several  subordinate  male  instructors  depend 
upon  the  length  of  the  term  of  service. 

This  committee  desired  to  apply  the  same  principle  to  the 
preceding  schedule  in  the  same  article,  relating  to  the  rank  and 
salary  of  the  female  instructors  in  the  High  Schools ;  but  as 
these  teachers  are  employed,  not  only  in  the  one  large  High 
School  for  girls,  but  also  in  the  five  High  Schools  for  girls  and 
boys,  whose  numbers  and  conditions  are  very  unequal,  it  was 
found  to  be  impracticable  to  do  so.  While  it  may  be  poetic 
justice  that  the  lady  who  has  taught  twenty  years  in  a  High 
School  with  fifty-six  pupils  should  receive  the  highest  rank  and 
salary,  such  an  apportionment  of  teaching  and  administrative 
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ability  is  hardly  consistent  with  the  economical  management  of 
the  schools.  In  the  schedule  the  higher  ranks  of  instructors  are 
apportioned  in  accordance  with  the  numbers  in  the  schools  ;  and 
the  larger  schools  need  more  of  the  higher  ranks  than  the 
smaller  ones.  This  committee,  therefore,  consider  it  inex- 
pedient to  alter  the  schedule. 

But,  while  this  committee  regard  it  as  inexpedient  to  make 
the  rank  of  the  female  instructors  depend  entirely  upon  the 
length  of  the  term  of  service,  they  believe  that  this  element  of 
successful  experience  should  more  largely  regulate  the  salary, 
within  the  several  ranks,  than  at  the  present  time.  They  there- 
fore submit  an  amendment  to  the  regulations,  recommending 
its  adoption,  and  offer  an  order,  respectfully  requesting  its 
reference  to  the  Committee  on  Salaries :  — 

Ordered,  That  the  Regulations  be  amended  by  adding  the 
following  to  Article  4,  Section  246 :  — 

The  salaries  of  instructors  of  the  several  ranks  of  this  grade, 
except  that  of  assistant  principal,  shall  be  established  at  a 
minimum  rate  for  the  first  year  of  service,  with  an  annual  in- 
crease during  the  succeeding  five  years,  so  that  the  maximum 
rate  shall  be  reached  for  the  sixth  and  each  subsequent  year  of 
service. 

The  committee  in  charge  of  any  High  School  may  recom- 
mend, and  the  Committee  on  Nominations,  if  they  deem  it 
advisable,  may  nominate  a  first,  second,  third,  or  fourth  assistant, 
whose  term  of  service  shall  begin  with  the  salary  of  any  year 
after  the  first  in  the  series  of  five  years ;  and  the  salary  of  such 
instructor,  if  the  nomination  be  confirmed  by  the  Board,  shall 
be  annually  increased  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  candidate 
had  served  during  the  preceding  years  of  such  term.

Dear  Sir,  — At  your  request,  I  report  in  writing  the  verbal  state- 
ment made  to  you  reeently,  in  regard  to  aid  received  from  friends 
interested  in  the  study  of  zoology  in  our  High  Schools. 

During  the  winter,  Prof.  Hyatt  has  superintended  a  course  of  Sat- 
urday lessons  for  teachers,  in  the  laboratory  of  the  Natural  History 
Society,  giving  his  services,  and  accepting  only  a  sum  sufficient  to 
cover  the  actual  expense  of  laboratory  work. 

Beside  the  two  hours  of  regular  instruction,  Mr.  Van  Vleck,  one 
of  his  assistants,  has  given  aid  through  the  day  to  those  teachers 
who  could  remain  for  extra  study ;  and  he  has  also  collected  many 
specimens  for  use  in  the  schools. 

In  this  connection  you  will  be  glad  to  hear  that  two  Grammar- 
School  teachers,  who  sought  entrance  to  the  class,  have  been  among 
its  most  interested  members,  giving  nearly  the  whole  of  every  Satur- 
day to  laboratory  work. 

The  lessons  were  suspended  at  the  end  of  May,  to  be  resumed  in 
October. 

Professor  Alexander  Agassiz  and  Mr.  Pourtales  have  given,  from 
the  Cambridge  Museum,  a  collection  of  corals  and  echinoderms  suf- 
ficient to  supply  all  the  High  Schools  with  materials  for  the  study  of 
those  types. 

Mr.  B.  Pickman  Mann  has  offered  a  good  collection  of  insects  for 
each  school,  and  gifts  of  other  specimens  have  been  received. 

For  the  purchase  of  reference-books,  supplementary  to  those  pro- 
vided by  the  city,  Mrs.  Quincy  A.  Shaw  has  sent  a  check  for  five 
hundred  dollars,  desiring  to  promote  in  this  way  the  pursuit  of  her 
father's  favorite  science. 

And  Prof.  Agassiz  has  further  expressed  his  interest,  by  offering, 
during  the  summer  vacation,  places  in  his  laboratory  at  Newport 
"to  two  lady  teachers,  interested  in  and  likely  to  teach  zoology." 
Two  of  our  teachers  will  go  for  the  month  of  July,  to  be  succeeded 
by  two  others  for  the  month  of  August. 

This  is  a  very  pleasant  report  to  make,  and  I  am  happy  to  add  that 
the  clashes  formed  in  the  schools  in  April  have  entered  upon  the 
study  with  much  interest  and  enthusiasm.

I  have  a  series  of  resolutions  which  I  desire  to  offer  for  adoption 
by  the  Board  on  the  occasion  of  accepting  the  resignation  of  Mr. 
Learnard.  I  know  that  such  resolutions  are  sometimes  passed  in  com- 
pliance with  mere  forms,  and  when  there  is  very  little  heart  in  them  ; 
but  I  understand  the  feeling  of  this  Board  well  enough  to  believe  that 
this  is  not  one  of  those  occasions.  I  think  every  member  of  this  Board 
must  realize  that  the  City  of  Boston,  the  School  Board,  the  School 
Officers,  and  the  Schools  themselves,  are  to  sustain  a  severe  loss  in 
the  retirement  of  Mr.  Learnard. 

Mr.  Learnard  was  first  elected  a  member  of  the  School  Committee 
from  the  North  End  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  —  in  1853.  He  served 
but  a  single  year  then ;  but  in  1859  he  was  elected  from  the  old 
Ward  11,  and  from  that  time  his  service  has  been  continuous.  Four 
months  more  would  have  closed  his  twenty-first  year.  Not  only  for 
the  great  value  of  the  service  rendered,  but  also  for  its  length,  his 
ought  to  be  regarded  as  one  of  the  historic  terms ;  for  only  three  in 
the  annals  of  this  body,  since  the  incorporation  of  the  city,  have 
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exceeded  it  in  length,  — that  of  our  late  associate,  Dr.  Palmer,  being 
thirty-two  years,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lothrop,  thirty  years,  and  Mr. 
Frederick  Emerson,  twenty-two  years. 

Mr.  Learnard  has  been  during  his  entire  term  one  of  the  most 
valuable  and  influential  members.  For  eight  years  he  was  a  member, 
and  for  seven  the  chairman,  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions. For  eleven  years  he  has  been  a  member,  and  for  three  the 
chairman,  of  the  Committee  on  Accounts.  On  these  important  com- 
mittees he  has  exercised  a  powerful  influence  upon  the  legislation  of 
the  Board.  The  city  can  ill  afford  to  lose  the  services  of  such  a  man. 
Only  a  few,  even  of  the  members,  can  know  to  what  a  degree  he 
controlled  the  finances  of  the  Board,  or  how  much  study  and  labor  he 
gave  to  the  subject.  I  think  it  is  proper  to  take  more  than  usual 
notice  of  the  retirement  of  a  member  when  his  term  of  service  has 
been  so  long,  his  labors  so  devoted  and  well  directed,  and  his  com- 
panionship in  the  discharge  of  public  duty  so  pleasant  and  agreeable. 
For  this  reason  I  submit  the  following  resolutions  :  — 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  School  Committee  have  learned 
with  sincere  regret  of  the  intended  retirement  from  this  Board  of  the 
Hon.  William  H.  Learnard,  Jr.,  and  especially  that  his  withdrawal  is 
made  necessary  by  impaired  health ;  and  that  they  accept  his  resigna- 
tion, under  these  circumstances,  in  the  full  belief  that  the  City  of 
Boston  will  thereby  be  deprived  of  the  services  of  one  of  its  most 
able,  efficient,  and  conscientious  officials. 

Resolved,  That,  as  a  member  of  this  Board,  in  which  he  has  served 
for  more  than  twenty  years,  Mr.  Learnard  was  faithful  in  the  discharge 
of  every  duty,  considerate  and  courteous  to  his  associates,  and  by  his 
example  and  intelligent  labors  exerted  a  great  and  beneficial  influence 
upon  the  public  schools  of  this  city.
